For  the  second  year  NYNEX  &  Quincy  Public  Schools  have  partnered  to 
form  a  winning  combination  -  the  NYNEXUS  team.   NYNEXUS  is  com- 
prised of  150  Quincy  students,  14  teachers  and  eight  NYNEX  engineers. 
The  traditional  rivalry  among  the  three  schools  (QHS,  NQHS,  and 
CTE)  has  been  channeled  into  a  creative  energy  that  enabled  the 
team  to  secure  a  third  place  finish  in  the  1 996  New  England  Com- 
petition and  fourth  in  the  Nationals.  Our  first  year  achievements  have 
led  to  a  70%  member  retention  rate  and  a  host  of  new  recruits.  Everyone  is 
encouraged  to  contribute  to  any  aspect  of  the  project,  whether  it  be  design, 
construction,  animation,  playing  field  maintenance,  or  the  web  site. 
Engineers,  students,  and  teachers  work  side  by  side.  The  emphasis  is  al- 
ways on  cooperation,  safety  and  fun.  In  addition,  twelve  system-wide 
departments  ranging  in  diversity  from  Electro  Mechanical  Technology  to 
Culinary  Arts  have  contributed  technical  resources  and  fund  raising  to  sup- 
port the  team  effort.  The  team  has  sponsored  a  dinner  theater,  bottle  col- 
lections, faculty/student  volleyball  and  basketball  games  and  canning  drives 
to  send  1 00  people  to  the  FIRST  National  Championships  in  Orlando. 


Over  150  schools,  companies,  and  universities  from  all  across  the  United  States  built 
"robo-gladiators"  to  compete  in  FIRST-The  Competition  1997. 

The  Playing  Field 

The  playing  field  is  a  carpeted,  hexagon-shaped  area  with  a  central  goal   Around  the  perimeter  of  the 
field  are  three  stations  for  human  players,  who  work  with  the  remote-controlled  robots  on  the  field  to 
score  points.  At  the  start  of  each  match,  each  team  has  3  colored  inner  tubes  at  their  player  station  and 
six  tubes  on  the  field,  located  in  stacks  distributed  evenly  around  the  goal. 


For  the  second  year  in  a  row,  the  NYNEX  Corporation  sponsored  the  Quincy  Public  Schools  giving  us  the  opportunity  to  compete 
in  the  FIRST  robotics  competition.  FIRST  means  "For  Inspiration  and  Recognition  of  Science  and  Technology."  For  the  last  6 
tears,  this  organization  has  designed  a  new  game  every  year  to  be  played  by  remote  controlled  robots  built  by  corporate /school 
partnerships.  NYNEX  has  participated  in  all  6  games,  the  last  2  with  US.  Therefore,  our  team  name,  NYNEXUS,  was  chosen  to 
Signify  the  partnership  formed. 

Some  might  say  that  the  reason  for  participating  is  to  WIN!  While  that  is  one  of  the  goals  of  the  project,  the  major  reason  for 
participation  is  to  get  as  many  students,  faculty  and  staff,  engineers,  and  community  members  involved  and,  as  a  result,  excited 
about  science  and  technology.  We  succeeded  in  that  by  involving  many  of  the  technical  programs  at  the  school,  a  large  number  of 
students  from  both  Quincy  and  North  Quincy,  and  a  number  of  community  organizations  and  individual  volunteers. 

On  March  13-15,  we  participated  in  the  DEKA  New  England  Regional  competition,  one  of  3  regional  events  held  this  year. 
During  the  seeding  rounds,  "Bad  Dog"  (our  robot)  went  undefeated  with  a  record  of  5-0  scoring  114  total  points.  The  only  other 
undefeated  team  (out  of  42  total  teams)  scored  only  72  points  and  so  we  earned  the  award  "Number  One  Seed".  During  the  team 
party  that  evening,  NYNEXUS  was  also  awarded  the  prestigious  Motorola  Quality  Award  for  the  best  engineered,  best  designed, 
and  best  built  machine. 

The  next  day  was  the  double  elimination  tournament  —  2  losses  and  you're  out!  By  earning  the  first  seed,  we  did  not  have  to 
compete  until  the  quarterfinals.

The  mind  of  a  great  mathematician  is  like  the  body  of  a  great  athlete:  strong,  supple, 
swift,  and  graceful.  Just  as  an  athlete  must  train  rigorously,  the  best  mathematicians 
work  out  regularly,  taking  on  puzzles,  mindbenders  and  even  those  dreaded  word 
problems!  This  year,  Quincy  High  School's  top  mathematician  is  Felicia  Tarn,  our 
NEML  league  high  scorer. 

This  year  twenty-eight  NEML  competitors  from  Math  Analysis  and  Calculus  also 
took  part  in  Boston  University's  Mathematics  Filed  Day.  This  October  event  featured  a 
multi-media  presentation  on  chaos  theory  and  fractals.  Fractals  are  essentially  beautiful 
and  awesome  pictures  generated  by  —  of  all  things  —  equations!  As  someone  once  said 
on  the  ride  home,  "Today  I  saw  an  equation  draw  a  seahorse  riding  on  a  wave,  riding  on 
another  seahorse  riding  on  a  wave  . . .  and  so  on  to  the  shores  of  infinity."
